THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Once again, for the third time in two years, the Board 
ef Health of Wilmington finds itself hampered by a resigna- 
tion- of one of its: members. John O’Neil, Church street, 
former chairman, found it necessary to resign when he receiv- 
ed orders to report to the USS Belleau Wood, in San Fran- 
asco. O'Neil, who is a Lieutenant in the Navy, has no choice. 
The Board has lost an excellent member, and the Navy's gain 
is distinctly the town’s loss. 


“Like many of the other Boards in town, those who serve| 


ea the Board of Health find that it is no sinecure. There is 
mo pay, the hours are long, and the service demanding. Not 
everyone is qualified, and the search for replacements, in 
this Board in particular, have been long and exhausting. 

There was a day when the Board of Selectmen also. serv- 
ed as a Board of Health. That was when Wilmington was a 
small town, and the problems of public health were easily 
eared for. Today, with much more complex problems, in a 
much larger town, a Board of Health is a necessity. 


There are other boards in this town which have associate | 


members. These associate members serve in an auxiliary 
@apacity, keeping abreast of developments, and are ready to 
step into the shoes of a person who has to leave, who is serv- 
img as a regular member of the board. Why cannot we have 
an auxiliary member or two to the Board of Health? 

It might save the town a few headaches. 


BACK TO SCHOOL. 


We are fortunate in that we shall have enough room for 
eur children who return to school this year. We are fortunate, 
im spite of our growth, because some public spirited citizens 
hhave had the sense of public duty necessary to get out and 


’ work on the various committees that provide us with schools. 


We, like the rest of our townspeople, thank these committees. 

At the same time, we feel that, just because classroom 
space is'at a premium, no one should feel that he would be 
doing the town a public service by letting his child drop his 
Seiolinent in school, ‘to get a job. 

Last year, in our country, one third of the 16 and 17 
year-olds failed to return to the public schools, after taking 
‘summer jobs. This was an increase of 20 per cent over the 


‘mumber who failed to return in 1951. 
Our educators tell us that most of those which drop out 


ef school have no occupational goal, other than to get their 
games on a payroll—any payroll. In the great majority of 
these cases, getting a name on a payroll is the first step to 
a life time of poorly paid jobs. Men who have graduated 
from high school make almost as much, in the years between 
the ages of 25 and 29 as do those who have not graduated make 
am the years of 45 and 54—their peak earning years. Gir! 
graduates make more by the time they are 21 than the eight 
grader can ever hope to make. 

Figures cited by several national organizations have prov- 
ed these statistics, such organizations as the National ¢ 
ciation of Manufacturers and the CIO, for instance. The 
Selective Service, too, has shown the folly of dropping from 
school, in that they report that 19 per cent of all registrants 
examined during the first year of the Korean War failed to 
pass the Armed Services Qualification Test, largely a literacy 


test.

MILLION CHILDREN 
RECEIVING INSURANCE 
‘MENTS 

Over one million children are 
now getting monthly social security 
insurance payments, Miss Ethel Eli- 
opoulos, manager of the Lowell soc- 
ial security office, said today. 
“The million mark for child bene- 
ficoaries in the Nation was passed 
in July, she says. 

pte mengyt 918,000 of these 
children are getting monthly sur- 
viyors insurance payments. because 
of the eee death of the family 
breadwinner. Most of the children 
who are receiving these benefit pay- 
ments are from families in which 
the father has died. Some, however, 
had been dependent on insured 
working mothers. About 85,000 of 
these children - less than one-tenth 
of the total - are dependents of 
men or women who are teceiving 
old-age insurance payments. 

The amount of an old-age and 
survivors insurance payments is 
based on the average earnings of 
the person whose work was covered 
by the social security law. The aver- 
age monthly payment now being 
made to a child beneficiary is $30.44 
a month; the largest
